The supremo court has affirmed the 


judgment ot tho Kock county circuit 
court m tho caao ot Hartley Chfl'ovd for 
the murder of Captain Pugh at .Racine, 
iu 1882. Ho was found guilty of murder 
in the first degree and was sentenced by 
Judge Bennett to servitude in the state 
prison for tho term of his natural life 
From this judgment the defendant ap- 
pealed to the supreme court. 
The chief 


points on which an appetd tvas taken, 
were— 


First, that the verdict wad against the 


evidence. 


Second, that it was an error to allow 


eleven jurors already accepted to separ- 
ate before the entire pauel v.'us filled, and 


Third, that 
the instructions of the 


oourt to tho jury iu i-olatiou to tho matter 
of self defense, were OITOIIOOUB aiul an 
injustice to tho prisoner. 


Judge Orton rendered tho opinion i:: 


which a full bench agreed, aul the prin- 
cipal points in the decision are tho fol- 
lowing:

On scanning and closely considering 


the testimony, we cannot resist the con- 
clusion, that Hartley Clifford shot to 
death William R. Pugh, on tho 12th day 
of April, A. t>, 1882, with a premeditated 
design to effect his death, und that lie 
was thereby nuilty of murder iu the first 
degree, auci Unit there was no" error ot 
law upon his trial. 


The cause was very ably tried by the 


learned connect on both sides, and espec- 
ially by tho learned judge, and tho var- 
ious points of exception have been ably 
and fully presentee! nml arguod 
l>y the 


learned counsel in this case. 
It seems clear to us that from the er- 


idence the defendant could not have 
properly been convicted of unything less 
than murder in the first degree, or 
should not have boeu convicted at all. 
The characteristics of tho shooting stand 
boldly out and indicate a deliberate and 
predetermined and premeditated iles-ign 
to kill. The first shots were tired when 
the deceased was distant from the de- 
fendant eight or nine teot, and when the 
deceased hud desisted from auy ESKtuilt 
or annoyance of the defendant, and the 
last of the two fatal shots was tirod when 
the deceased was evidently on the retreat 
and making an eil'ort to pet awuy from 
the 
danger.

called 


to tho defendant's drawing 
Lin re- 


volver, from 
the 
ejaculation of 
liis 


friend, 'What are you doing?' threw up 
his hands und said, '1 am unarmed,' and 
the defendant then being separated from 
tho deceased about DHIO feet, and stand- 
ing at the toot, ot the stains leading into 
tho third story to which he protended he 
bad started tar his bod, and could have 
readily gone up those-stairs if ho had 
chosen to do so, without any hindrance 
from tho deceased who was so fur from 
him, and then turned arouncj nod fired 
deliberately four shots towards the do- 
ceasod, even if two of them we're iired 
into tho floor, as he protends, und pur- 
sued the deceased and nhot him dead, 
while ho was evidently on tho retreat. 
Can this be less than murder in the lirst 
rtogree? Wo think not, anil therefore 
cunuot order a new trial in the case, 


Tbo judgment of Uie circuit court, is 


affirmed.

He also shows that tlio fugitive 
slave acts of 179S and of 1800, rested entirely 
upon tho implied power of, congress to 
enforce a master's rights; and that power 
.was ono Implied in favor of slavery against 
human rights, and implied from language 
shadowy, feoblo and uncertain when com- 
pared with tho language of the recent amend- 
ments. • He has shown, too, that congress ex- 
orcised the utmost ingenuity in devising laws 
to enforce the master's claim. Implication 
was held ample to deprive a human being oE 
bis 
liberty, but to secure 
freedom, the 


doctrine of implication is abandoned. As a 
foundation for wrong, implication tvas then' 
rock-. As a foundation for right, it is now 
sand. Implied power then was sufficient to 
enslave, while power expressly given is now 
impotent to protect."

The arrosts of that timo embraced 
tho Ilowor ot counterf»ltovs, and included 
the mo:i \vlio bad n\ado tho most success- 
ful Imitations oC the paper issuo of tbo 
Governmont ever put.ln circulation. It ap- 
pears that tbo talent among tho counter- 
I'eitDi-s bas been turned away from the pa- 
per issues, and that to-day there exists a 
counterfeit of tho Blimd pilvor dollar tbat 
surpasses anything ov. :• before aocom- 
lilisbed in tbo dobasemeu of the currency.

where they uro made, bow many bavo 
been put upon tbo market, nov where tbey 
are put into general circulation, has over 
boon found.

uqualod the density of sliver.

ing to resist acid. Thoplatingreprosonted 
thirty cents worth of silver. Tho result is 
a coin an exact duplicate ot tho genuine 
coin in weight and general appearance.
